John E. Parsons Tells How Sugar Trust 


Was Formed, but Fails to Produce 


Document S®ught by Ptobers 


NEW TOBK, July 30..— John E. Par- 


sons, former counsel for the American 
Sugar Refining Company,, told the special 
congressional committee investigating the 
so-called trust today his version of the 
formulation of the sugar combine. 
. 


The mysterious resolution which H. O. 


Havemeyer put through the board of di- 
rectors of the American Sugar Refining 
Co., in 1891, approving "applications made 
by political parties" Is strangely lost. 
The committee instructed Secretary Free- 
man of the committee to produce that 
resolution, but Freeman opened the pro- 
ceedings today by saying his search for 
the Important paper had been a failure. 


Parsons followed Freeman on the stand. 
"I am-willing to take .the -blame for 


originating the idea of consolidating the 
sugar interests Into .the big. company in 
18S7," said Parsons and. acl/iecl that this 
was the first big combination, .even pre- 
ceding the Standard Oil Company.

No. 2, the eastbonnd North Coast Limited 
on the Northern Pacific railroad, was 
held» up by three masked robbers hear 
Buff alp, 
N. D,, about 11 o'clock -last 


nightjjThe robbers secured about $500 
in caSh. by going through the passen- 
gers,'shot Engineer 3. P. Olsen of Fargo 
twice in order to make him stop the 
train, and made a successful escape In 
an automobile which they had awaiting 
them near the scene of the robbery. 


The performance, as executed, was one 


of the most daring ever perpetrated in 
this part of the country and showed that 
the men were no amateurs a.t the busi- 
ness,-.as every movement .was _cleverly 
planned and admirably executed. 


When the train stopped at the high 


bridge. at Valley City the 
three 
men 


boarded It and went to the day coach. 
Heavily., armed, and shooting recklessly 
in order to intimidate the passengers, 
thoy first-lined the/train crew up at one 
end" 
of the car and then proceeded to 


search the passengers in the day coach, 
one by one.' In all, they secured about 
(1600 from this part of their robbery. 


FIRE DOWN AISLE. 


The Bleeping car was entered and in 


order to awaken the occupants of berths 
a shot was fired down the center of the 
aisles, narrowly missing the head of one 
of the passengers and imbedding itself in 
the woodwork. 
After searching the occupants of the 


berths they climbed out of the diner, over 
the baggage and express cars to the en- 
gine, reaching . that .part- .of the 
train 


when near Buffalo. 
They ordered En- 


gineer Olson to stop the. train, so they 
could get off and when he refused to 
comply with their wishes two shots were 
fired at him, one glancing off his -watch 
and the other striking him on a rib, 
injuring him slightly. 
After being wounded and seeing.tnat 


the man were desperate, Engineer Olson 
stopped the train and the three men, who 
were all masked with polka dot hand- 
kerchiefs, jumped quickly from the train 
and ran into the darkness. 


ESCAPE IN AUTO. 


Engineer Olson, who is one of the old- 


est engine pilots on the system, was 
brought into Fargo with the train- and is 
resting at his home here. 
After leaving the train 
the 
.robbers 


went to an automobile which they had 
waiting nearby and drove off into the 
darkness. The train was run Into-' Fargo, 
where the sheriff, every available' deputy 
and three deputy United States marshals 
hurried back on a special train to pursue 
the robbers. 
Posses also started out of •• Buffalo 15 


minutes after tho robbery was reported 
and every surrounding town in the north- 
west was telephoned or telegraphed to 
look out for "the robbers. 


The express and mail cars were not_ 
molested by trio men. It is not known 
what amount the cars .contained, but 
usually the North Coast limited carries 
considerable money and it is thought that 
the men took longer in going through the 
flay coaches than they had planned, or 
they would' haye tried to blow up the ex- 
press safe and rifle the registered mail 
pouches.

TOTIVERSITY OF C ALIFOKNIA, July 


20.—W. T. Clarke, assistant professor of 
horticulture at the University, who is 
being talked of as the successor of J. 
W. Jeffrey of LOB Angeles, stats Hor- 
ticultural Commissioner, announced to- 
day that he would accept the position 
If it were offered him by Governor John- 
son, but would take it only with,the 
understanding that 
affairs 
of the de- 


partment be conducted, as he believes 
they should be, In conjunction with the 
work of the agricultural and horticultural 
departments of the university. 


Clarke declined to dlscusse the diverg- 


ent activities of the university and the 
State Horticultural Commissioner. 
.- 


Prominent horticulturists of the statei 


however, have made objection to the re- 
sults or lack of results obtained in the 
advancement of horticulture,- due, it is 
alleged, to the divergent manner in which 
two state departments have operated. 


Jeffrey • has shown opposition to 
the 


work being done by the university in 
horticultural 
development, 
contending 


that the commissioner and the deputies 
appointed by him shoujd attend to these 
Interests. . 


On the other hand it developed at the 
university today there is a. firm belief 
that the duties of the two state de- 
partments are divided, but that the work 
should be done In 
co-operation. 
The 


commissioner hold an executive 
office, 


and has charge principally of the quar- 
antine regulations.. - The work of the 
university is to look after the investlg*.- 
tional and experimental work, and give 
demonstrations. 
These are the proper 


functions of an experimental 
station, 


such as is located at the university. 


The atempt of the commissioner to in- 


vade this field Is believed by the univer- 
sity authorities to have ' brought unde- 
sirable results. The commissioner - is not 
equipped for this work, it is asserted, 
while the university has Its two farms, 
at Davis and Fresno, and Its demonstra- 
tion train, which has • been in charge of 
Professor Clarke. •• 


Clarke stated today that the matter 


was entirely In the hands of Governor 
Johnson. 
Jeffrey assummed the duties 


In October four years ago, but his pre- 
decessor's terms expired In April of that 
year, and held over until autumn. There 
is some doubt here as to when Jeffrey's 
term expires.

work in his mines. Those who solicited 
work from him-were required to-give him 
a cash deposit-to guarantee their good 
faith in making a contract^ and several 
of them paid sums ranging from $50 to 
?150 to get a job. 


FORMER CONVICT. 


Rollins stayed in the confidence game 


just a little too long, however, and was 
arrested. 
He turned out .to be a convict 


who had just been discharged from the 
penitentiary, where he-served a term for 
working a similar graft in San Francisco 
a few years previously. 


Rollins, was convicted In , the Superior 


Court of grand larceny and sentenced by 
Judge William S.' Wells;; who tried : the 
case, to ten "years in prison. ' Attorney-

The theory on which it was adopted has now been abandoned 


•by its godfathers, who were at one time quite sure that the solution 
of all our political problems was in letting everybody who wanted 
to be a candidate for office'get on the same ballot. The "pick-and- 
leave" system was the only rational'method of voting for an intelU" 
gent people. It has not madjg any visible improvement in politics; 
it has not put better men in office or elevated the standard_of politi-, 
cal morals." But it has enormously increased the cost of. elections 
and destroyed the cohesiveness arid effectiveness of party organiz- 
ation. 


Now we are told that we have been reforming the wrong way; 


that the ballot is so big and cumbrous that it is confusing to the 
voter; that it contains too many names—in short, is a sort of grab 
•bag which is more likely to mislead than to guide the intelligent 
voter. It is argued now that too many of our offices are elective; 
that only a few should be elected and the others appointed. Judges, 
however, are to be excepted. 
They should be elected arid not ap- 


pointed, and should be subject to the recall. So "down with the Aus- 


" tralian ballot and up with the short ballot and the recall I" is now 


the war cry of restless reformers who see in every nostrum a panacea 
till it is tried and who abandon every.remedy they propose as soon as 
it is adopted. These uneasy spirits can never be satisfied. What they 
propose today they reject tomorrow. They fly from one thing to 
another with all the confidence and enthusiasm of the hypochondriac 
who has acquired the paterit medicine habit.. .

A shorter ballot than the one we now have would be an improve- 


ment, but the sincerity of some who advocate it at this time may' 
well be doubted. In this State the short ballot scheme appears to 
be engineered by a group, of politicians .who desire to, concentrate 
and perpetuate the political power they have gained under cover of 
a false cry, and who are trying tp keep alive false issues .in. the hope 
of conserving an.arrogant, impudent and hypocritical bossism. If 
a long ballot suited their purposes better they would be for the long 
ballot. However, a short ballot of their devising is the better pres- 
ent means for serving their ends, hence they are for the short ballot. 


William J. Bryan recently made up a list of Democrats available 


for the Presidential nomination. Governor .Harmon of Ohio is not 
named in this list, which includes such men as Governor Shafroth 
of Colorado, Louis Brandeis of Boston, Senator O'Gorman of New 
York, Ollie James of Kentucky, Hoke Smith of Georgia, Governor 
Burke of North Dakota and Judge Clark of North Carolina.

He said he did not 
task Senator Penrose to bring Hines to 
consult with him Jn regard to the Illinois 
(election and -addad that he did not be- 
lieve Senator Penrose brought Hines to 
his room. 


GREETS L.OR1MER. 


Tho regular procedure of the com- 


mittee waa Interrupted to allow Aldrich 
to take the stand. He shook hands with 
members of the committee, taking- par- 
ticnfar pains to greet Senator Larimer, 
who listened to his testimony. 
Hines had testified that Aldrlch sent 


for him about May 1, 1900, to ask about 
tho possibility of the Illinois legislature 


electing a Senator,' that eventually, af- 
ter repeated conferences, Aldrich had 
asked him to urge Lorlmer to become a 
senatorial candidate and that after a 
night conference at the White -House 
Aldrlch had returned to his home, where 
Hines waa waiting and told-Hines to In- 
form Governor Denoon that the adminis- 
tration was anxious to have the. Senate 
vacancy filled

believed Lorimer

Aldrich said he had three or four 'con-

the gospel of play. This summer he has 
completed inspections, of the playgrounds 
on this coast.

people shall spend their leisure hours in 
happy, vigorous exercises outdoors."

Her 


With Revolver in Hand 


When Help Arrives." 


Woman Gasps "There's Noth- 


ing to It; It Was Just 


an Accident." 


SAN 
FRANCISCO,

20. —«. 
"There's nothing to it, it was an ac- 
cident." 
These words are the one 
explanation which the police have of 
a mysterious shooting- which occurred 
at the Cresco Hotel, 636 Washington 
street, and which was not reported 
until midnight. 
They were gasped 


forth by Mrs. Harry Le%-enson of. Los 
Angeles to Mrs. Emma Deane," who 
burst open the door of the room to 
find the former lying on the bed with 
her husband standing- over her with 
a smoking revolver In his hand. Mrs. 
Levenson had been shot in the neck 
and is now at St. Winifred's hospital, 
while the police are making every ef- 
fort to locate the husband. 
Harry Levenson and hls» wife ar- 


rived from the 
southern metropolis 
and registered at the Creseo at 11 a. 
m. yesterday. They went out during 
the day and returned between 4 and 
6 o'clock. A fev,- minutes later a shot 
rang out and Mrs. Deane, who chanced 
to be in the hallway, rushed in the 
direction of the sound, threw open the 
door of the apartment, and 
found 
Levenson, revolver in hand, lean!njj 
over the 'prostrate form of his spouse, 
who was moaning and groaning in 
pain and uttering: unintelligible words. 


Mrs. -Deane was herself much ex- 
cited, but as she rushed to the aide of 
the stricken woman and the other 
realized the situation, she mumbled: 
"There's nothing to it, it was an ac- 
cident." 


Dr. O. E. Eklund, of 916 Kearny 
street, was called In, dressed Mrs. 
Lev-enson's wound and ordered her 
transferred to St. Winifred's. 
When 
the police were notified at midnight. 
Detective O'Connell took up the search 
and learned that Levenson had re- 
mained with his wife at St; Winifred's 
'hospital until 9 p. m. He then disap- 
peared. .Every effort is being made 
to discover his whereabouts. 
Levenson appeared at police headquar- 
ters later in the morning and -talked with' 
Detective O'Connell, claiming that tha 
shooting was an acidcnt. Acting Captain 
Ryan, before deciding whether or not 
he will hold the man, will havo a con- 
ference with the district attorney. 


At noon today the detectives decided 
to arrest Levinson and he was booked at 
the city prison, charged with 
assault 


with a. deadly weapon. He was immedi- 
ately released on bail.

promoted the cause of woman suffrage 
by eloquent addresses. Mrs. Hester Har- 
land, local manager of the suffrage cam- 
paign, was 
the presiding officer. 


Long before 
the 
first 
speaker was 


heard, the interior of the clubhouse was 
filled with men and women. ^When no 
mof% seats were available, a portion of 
the platform, at flrst set aside .for the 
use of .the speakers and officers of- the 
league, was utilized 'in an -effort to pro- 
vide space for a portion of the audience. 


Mrs. Hester Harland opened tha meet- 


Ing by apologizing'-to th& audience for 
tho cramped conditions of the hall. She 
stated that evidently many Berkeleyans 
were not away, for-the summer or else 
all who were in town -were loyal to the 
cause of woman suffrage and attended. 


Tho chairman told how the little band 


of suffragists which once created a smile 
has grown to a groat band which has 
sT?rea<2 all over America and the globe. 
Mrs. Harlana outlined the work of the 
league and its efforts In distributing lit- 
erature telling" why women wanted stiff- 
rage In 
California 
and 
added: ''Five 


states - already have . suffrage for women 
and we took advantage of the fact that 
two representatives of one of the states 
where women vote with man big and 
little, were here in California by arrang- 
ing to have them speak this evening and 
tell how the women of Colorado used 
the ballot."" 


She then Introduced' Mrs. Wixson, who 


recently took an active part in tho ses- 
sions 'Of the National- Education Asso- 
ciation conventipn in San Francisco. Mrs. 
Wixson is an ardent, suffragist and re- 
mained here after the convention to help 
the women of California win their cause 
on October 10. 


MRS. 
WIXSON SPEAKS, , 


Mrs. 
Wixson said, in part: 


"I come from a free state and have 


voted for many'years. So long in fact, 
that I can but faintly recollect when we 
did not have a ballot. I do remember, 
howeiver, when women of Colorado fought 
hard to obtain the right which we now 
enjoy. We were timid when we flrst 
started to fight. We .were afraid of the 
sound of our own voices In public. Now 
it is different, they have come to realize 
that they are fighting for the right and 
are not afraid of their own voices. 


"Women put me In the office of state 


superintendent. 
They worked hard for 


me. I want to say a word of praise for 
the men of Colorado; (they worked in 
conjunction with the women, who urged 
them on. The men of California are gal- 
lant and they will help you on October 10. 
No man wants to see .a woman set aside. 
When you get your vote you will "be. glad 
and the men will be glad that they gave 
it ,to you. 
. • 


"In the matter of schools, tho men' can- 


not get the time to. properly examine the 
working of the schools. They do- not un- 
derstand -the schools the.same as the wo- 
men. If women are required on school 


I boards, why are they barred from having 
1 the right to vote? The women look after 
the children of the schools. 


"The children are'their children in Col- 


orado. The women by the use of their 
ballot work to make tho conditions better 
for the high and low in our state. The 
women of California will do the same af- 
ter the tenth of Oc-tobr. 


"We have never promised to dp away 


with the evil in Colorado. That would 
be Impossible. Evil will exist anyway; 
it is a part of human nature. We' work 
in harmony with the "men in trying to 
eliminate a portion of the evil by erect- 
Ing homes for .the delinquent children and: 
providing homes for homeless girls. You 
would like us lii Colorado. 


BETTER CANDIDATES. 


"By reason of our vote we demand bet- 


ter candidates for public office. We de- 
mand that men who are pure and honest 
shall be candidates and we investigate 
their standing. 
The politicians many 


times differ from us. That is the only 
time when thpre is not harmony between 
the men and women voters of Colorado.; 


"It is a question of' economic freedom 


that the women shall be given the right 
to vote. Women are proud of their long 
list of fighting fathers and believe with 
'them that 'taxation without representa- 
tion' is not ricfht. The women have been 
deprived of their mental freedom.

"Although we may be ladles, we are

A 
true womanly woman must ba In touch 
with the things that bind us together. 
We are Interested in the schools, public 
buildings, pure milk, clean streets, "well 
kept cities and many other things;

Why' 
then, should they be kept from using 
their knowledge by being refused . the 
right to vote. 
There are 850,000 public 


school children in... the State and 10,222 
teachers. Eighty-'flve per cent of tllese 
teachers are women. Are they compe- 
tent to teach civic duties to boys who 
will have the right to vote? How can 
we teach them how to vo^e when we do 
not enjoy the right? 
"There are • many-more- girls than boys 


graduating from our schools and they 
should have the right to vote. .'
